Status Of Workers 
On Cordwood Jobs 


Newberry, Mich., Nov. 5. — A 
case which has all the ear-m arks 
of a Michigan suprem e court case 
was heard here 
on 
Friday 
by 
Charles Rubinoff, referee for the 
Michigan Unemployment commis­ 
sion. The case will be used as a 
test to discover w hether or not a 
piece w orker is an 
independent 
w orker and therefore not covered 
by the eact, or w hether he is a 
w orker or an employee. Six cases 
of w orkers on “ strips” getting out 
cord wood for the Newberry Lum­ 
ber and Chemical company have 
been combined into one case, th at 
of John Niskala, 
local 
Finnish 
woods-worker and the decision in 
this case will decide not only the 
five others, but also all like work­ 
ers in the state. 
The company takes the position 
that these men, working on a con­ 
tract, are independent 
workers, 
working 
for 
themselves, 
and 
therefore do not come under the 
Michigan Unemployment Act that 
therefore the company does not 
pay the tax on their payrolls. 
The commission has heard sev­ 
eral such cases in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. Mr. Rubinoff stated that 
the commission takes the stand 
that piece working constitutes em­ 
ployment in the sense of the act, 
th a t such workers are entitled to 
the 
weekly 
benefit 
payments 
when unem ployment is no fault of 
their own. The commission has 
ruled in the case of the Cleveland 
Cliffs company that “ piece w ork­ 
ers constitute em ploym ent” 
and 
has allowed the 
unem ploym ent 
benefits in those cases in Munis­ 
ing. 
According to the testim ony ta k ­ 
en on Friday, the piece-workers 
are each given a “ strip ” of land 
on which they 
out 
cord-wood, 
short stuff such as poles and ties. 
There is no supervision by the 
company as to hours or 
condi­ 
tions. 
The w orker is paid when 
the work has been inspected, scal­ 
ed, counted, or m easured. In the 
case involved the rate of pay was 
81.60 per cord for cord wood and 
testim ony tended to show 
that 
two cords a day was a good day’s

International parcel-post pack­ 
ages would be properly prepared 
for mailing and dispatch, it

china, 
crockery, 
glass, hats, radios or 
other articles of a fragile or eas­ 
ily breakable nature should 
be 
packed in a strong 
(preferably 
wooden) box. Strong, double-fac­ 
ed corrugated 
cardboard 
boxes 
enclosed in strong wooden crates 
are also preferred. 
There should be a space of at 
least I V& inches between the art­ 
icle and the top, bottom and sides 
of the box. Th!? space may 
be 
utilized with excelsior or 
other 
affective cushioning material, or 
with 
air-cushioned 
corrugated 
riders. 
If a parcel tendered is not, in 
the opinion of the accepting em­ 
ploye, adequately packed for the 
length of journey and protection 
of contents, it shall be refused. 
Among some of the latest dates 
of dispatch from New York are:

backs and blue winged teal 
are 
the tops. They flash by like wing­ 
ed lightning. Scientists say 
that 
the canvasback is the faster of the 
two, but no veteran duck hunter 
will agree to that. 
Those 
blue 
wings are sm aller and can dart in 
and out like a flash. They have 
more skill than the larger birds 
and are tantalizing targets. 
But 
all ducks have 
speed 
to 
burn 
when trying to pass a hunter 
on 
a stand. Bluebills can turn on the 
heat, and m allards 
or 
blacks 
don’t wait for 
anyone. 
When 
ducks are passing over in singles 
and pairs, the shooting is 
of 
a 
much higher order than when the 
mark is a big flock. The fun may 
be compared to target shooting 
versus banging at the side of 
a 
barn. 
One nice thing about 
jum ping 
ducks is that there is always ac­ 
tion. A hunter has to search for 
the likely places as does 
a 
dog 
with a bird brain, w hether he is 
walking or being pushed through 
weeds aud flags iu a boat. No one 
ever forgets the days he Jumped 
ducks iu the yonkapins and other 
feeding spots and took the limit. 
Ducks do take up a wee bit 
of 
time working up to top speed, but 
just the same over half of 
the 
ducks jumped are missed because 
the hunter undershoots. Most 
of 
the shoal feeders, like the 
mal­ 
lards, spring into flight touring. 
An inexperienced 
gunner 
will 
blaze away under them 
in 
his 
haste. The veterans hold high on 
the rising ducks and bag them. 
Novices often want 
to 
know 
how far to lead a crossing duck 
when It is going over about forty 
yards or so away. If they try 
to 
figure it all out on a basis of th# 
number of feet to lead, it’s almost 
a sure thing they’ll 
miss. 
The 
great shots are those who have 
learned the art of getting on 
a 
duck right off the bat and awlng- 
ing with it. When 
they 
have 
plenty of light between the eight 
and the duck without trying 
to 
stop the movement, they proof th# 
trigger and bag the duck. 
Some 
can snap shoot ducks at distance## 
but that skill is 
learned 
aftor 
years of practice and doesn't coma 
with one day’s shooting.

set up a far flung organization of employ­ 
es at the state capital and in 8 2 counties 
of the state and in 
addition 
the 
state 
board will be clothed with 
authority 
to 
issue subpoenaes, hold hearings and con­ 
duct itself as a separate state entity. 
It 
is presumed that the proposed State W el­ 
fare Board will take the place of several 
hoards now functioning in the state, but 
there is no assurance th a t our new condi­ 
tion under the law, may not be worse than 
at present, when the state is overrun with 
an arm y of investigators, agents and 
de­ 
partm ental supervisors. 
In the operation of the naw it Is pro­ 
posed to set up a multiplicity of services 
in 82 counties of the state, some of which 
services are not now provided 
and 
for 
which the taxpayers will be required 
to 
pay, with little or no voice as to w h e tte r 
such services are necessary and desirable. 
Included in its functions it 
is 
provided 
th at each county board shall 
set 
up 
a 
county health service, to supplant all such 
agencies now existing and there are those 
who hold th a t the nature of 
the 
service 
proposed and the m anner In which it is to 
be adm inistered, constitutes the first step 
toward socialized medicine in Michigan. 
There may be m any good argum ents in 
favor of the adoption of Proposal Number 
4, certainly, there are also m any sound a r­ 
gum ents that can be presented In opposi­ 
tion.

of 
its 
chances for future economic and financial 
health. 


The $50,000,000 loan or gift which the 
British governm ent proposes to m ake 
to 
Czechoslovakia will be a mere drop in the 
bucket. 
It will be years— if ever— before 
the little state recovers from the wounds 
that have been dealth it so that the peace 
of the world m ight be preserved. 
When the treaty-m akers of 
Versailles 
created the new independent 
state 
of 
Czechoslovakia, they loaded it with gifts. 
Not only did the state have valuable ag ri­ 
cultural lands, but it got a very large part 
of the industrial riches of 4he former Aus­ 
tro-H ungarian em pire. 
It has been estim ated that 
from 
the 
Hapsburg state Czechoslovakia got 80 per 
cent of the coal mines, 64 per cent of its 
lignite, 51 per cent of its crude iron and 
steel industry, 60 per cent of its 
metal 
and machine industry, 92 per cent of 
its 
glass industry, 76 per cent of the textile 
industries, 70 per cent of 
the 
tanneries 
and leather works and nearly 
IOO 
per 
cent of the china and porcelain industry. 
Many of these riches happen to lie pre­ 
cisely in the lands inhabited by the Sude­ 
ten Germans and which may finally go to 
Germany. 
• 
* 
• 
As near as can be figured at present, it 
is estim ated that the Czech state will keep 
about 51 per cent of its textile industries. 
60 per cent of its m etal industries, about 
one-third of its fam ous Bohemian 
glass 
industry and about 70 per cent 
of 
its 
leather and shoes industries. 
A 
great 
deal of the china and porcelain industries 
will be lost. . About one-quarter of the 
tim ber forests will go to Germany. 
One of the most serious losses is th a t of 
coal. 
The average yield of brown coal 
was 16,000,000 tons 
per 
annum. 
Of 
this 14,000,000 tons now will go to G er­ 
many. 
The loss of Teschen and its hin­ 
terland to Poland m eans a further loss of 
coal mines. 
Zlln w ith Its vast Bata shoe 
factories, 
Pilsen w ith its breweries 
and 
Skoda munition and m achine works 
re­ 
main in Czechoslovakia, but the loss 
of 
coal presents a serious problem to them.

A dead loss are, of course, 
the 
many 
millions invested In the 
Czech 
Maginot 
line of fortifications on the northern and 
w estern frontiers and which are now 
be­ 
ing turned over to Germany. 
F u rth e r­ 
more, the cession of various areas 
will 
cut severely into the Czech railway 
sys­ 
tem. 
And on top of all this is the Influx of 
some 600,000 Czechs, Jews, Sudeten Ger­ 
m an Socialists 
and 
other 
anti-H itler 
groups who are fleeing from 
the 
ceded 
Sudeten lands, lest they fall 
victims 
to 
Nazi vengeance. 
Many of these 
people 
came with nothing but th e clothes on their 
backs. 
All their property was left

“ Northwoods Joe,” doesn’t seem to have 
much faith in his fellow hunters. 
He says a recent proposal th a t southern 
Wisconsin hunters buy northern Wiscon­ 
sin cutover lands, so they will have places 
to hunt on, “ Is the bunk.” 
For, he writes, “lf southern Wisconsin 
hunters are like the fisherm en from down 
that way,” th ey’d no sooner get title to a 
bit of land than up would go the “ Keep 
O ut” signs. 
And “ natives who live here 
the year around, rigorous w inters includ­ 


ed, would spend their time looking over 
the fence.” 
This correspondent may be right. If so. 
he m akes nature. 
H ere the southern Wis­ 
consin hunters— and those from northern 
W isconsin, too— have 
been 
complaining 
about private property owners who erect 
“No Trespass” signs. 
The hunters have been 
deploring 
the 
“ selfishness” of home ow ners who do not 
hunt and don’t propose to permit others 
to blaze away in their meadows. Yet when 
it is suggested that h u n ters 
themselves 
buy land and set it aside for hunting, the 
answ er is that they’d be just as “selfish” 
as other private property owners. 
They probably would be. H unters 
are 
quick to resent the exercise 
of 
private 
property rights by others. When out stalk ­ 
ing through the countryside they see 
no 
reason why a farm er should refuse them 
admission to his fields, a home owner to 
his orchard or woodland. But let a h u n t­ 
ing group acquire some desirable acreage 
and Instantly its whole viewpoint changes. 
This is different. This is “ a place 
of 
ou r ow n.” This, of course, must be pro­ 
tected against invasion by others. Obvious­ 
ly, here, on this place, we cannot tolerate 
trespass by every Tom, Dick and Harry. 
So “ Keep Off” signs appear 
and 
the 
hunting preserve becomes another “ self­ 
ishly” held piece of private property. 
The fact is th at every man desires to 
protect his own, wishes to use it as he sees 
fit, has a proper right to reserve it 
for 
himself. 
H unters should see that when 
they talk about “selfish” private property 
owners. 
Since they don’t, maybe the best 
way to preserve private rights and satisfy 
public hunting desires is to create public 
shooting grounds.

1897 to 1922. 
Penn’s woods have 
been ringing with a tumult that 
has held bitter overtones since 
early in the year. 
These are Just a few of the 
more patent examples of the bid­ 
ding for presidential support that 
sprang up in the face of the elec­ 
tion. 
In several other states, evi­ 
dence of such a desire became 
manifest. 
Several other candi­

already 
had been given 
presidential approval as liberals 
earlier in the campaigning. 
Ktrwwts liberalism 
All of these "Liberal” placards 
that had been placed upon numer­ 
ous candidates, plus the castiga­ 
tion of conservatives In the south 
Carolina, Georgia and Maryland 
primaries, added up to a situation 
in which Mr. Roosevelt put before 
the nation Friday night his views 
on some of the issues at stake in 
the election. 
His rudlo speech, 
advertised long in advance, was 
his one major speech of the cam 
paign after It passed from the se­ 
lective to the elective stage. 
This stress that the president 
has laid upon liberalism set the 
campaign apart from any held in 
recent years. 
When added to the 
presidential 
statement 
that

would have no objection to a good 
liberal who happened to be run­

Upward 
of forty million persons are ex­ 
pected to vote. 
Forty five and a 
half million voted in 1936. 
Complaints of various forms of

One has played a definite part, in 
the campaign.

other 
has 
worried one administration or an­ 
other, in various ways, since tho 
wild days of western expansion 
that followed the Civil war. 
The 
one was labor; the other, rail­ 
roads. 
Want Act Revised 
In 
several 
of the Industrial 
states, New York among them, a 
clamor has been raised for a re­ 
vision of the Wagner Labor Act. 
Employers have charged that the 
edge was given to the workers in 
any efforts at negotiations under 
the act. 
The American Federa­ 
tion of Labor has charged that the 
National Labor Relations Board 
was biased In favor of the com­ 
mittee for industrial organization. 
Members of the Labor Relations 
Board went to the White House to 
tell Mr. Roosevelt this week that 
they were opposed to any change 
In the law. 
The plight of the railroads has 
been an insistent and everpresent 
problem since Mr. Roosevelt has 
been in office. 
Long before his 
election, complaints were rising 


that the railroads were suffering 
from competition by buses, trucks 
and waterways. 
FD R Opposes Cut 
During his 1932 campaign, Mr. 
Roosevelt dealt with the railroad 
problem in a speech at Salt Lake 
City. 
He 
suggested 
then 
that 
steps be taken to provide the na­ 
tion with a 
unified 
system 
of 
transportation, with certain fields 
allotted to railroads, 
others 
to 
buses and trucks, waterways and 
airplanes. 
Under such an idea, 
each form of hauling would do the 
type it was best fitted for. 
A few 
of the preliminary steps toward 
such a system have been taken 
since he made that speech in the 
Mormon 
Tabernacle 
but 
blue­ 
prints have not been drawn for 
the whole plan. 
A new committee was created 
this week to study the problems of 
the 
railroads. 
The 
committee 
grew 
out 
of the dispute over 
whether the roads should be al­ 
lowed to cut wages by fifteen per 
cent. 
A 
presidential 
committee 
recommended 
against 
the 
cut. 
Hints were given that the roads 
might take federal aid and forget 
about their plans to trim wages. 
What the new committee will, 
do toward taking the nation clos­ 
er to a 
unified 
transportation 
system remains to be seen. 
But 
the railroads and their problems 
seem certain to occupy a large 
amount of yardage In the next 
session’s congressional record.

A m atter of major concern to 
the American people is that while, 
throughout their past history, the

All our wars which 
have Inevitably 
created 
public 
Federal debt have beeu followed 
by a remarkably swift reduction 
of the principal sum owed. When 
the Civil W ar resulted in a Fed­ 
eral debt Of nearly $3,000,000,- 
000 there was the utmost haste to 
pay It off aud it was soon brought 
down to 
$1,000,000,000 
which 
was easily manageable. 
After the 
World War, which ran

the 
largest war debt the United States 
ever owed— some 
$25,000,000,- 
000— retirement was at the rate 
of approximately $1,000,000,000 
a year for a decade. 
Each year a 
sum was paid off equal to what 
the whole principal had beeu be­ 
fore the hostilities.

Hunt Will Have A 
Surplus Of Power

H u n te rs would get better 
re­ 
sults and more game and do less 
unprofitable 
shooting 
if 
they 
spent m ore tim e getting the right 
rifle for the right range. 
If 
a 
h unter is out for deer hi heavily 
wooded country his gun should be 
of a different type than when he 
is out on an open range, for In the 
first case the m ajority of his shots 
will be at short range, from 40 to 
75 yards, while in open country 
he will not be able to get nearer 
than 300 yards or m ore to his 
game. 
In wooded country and where 
there is considerable underbrush 
a short rifle with 
coarse, 
open 
sights is advisable. 
It should be 
a rifle which can be fired rapidly 
and handled easily because deer 
w on’t w ait for the h u n te r to draw 
a careful bead. 
Shooting in such 
country m ust be done in fractions 
of a second to be effective. 
The fastest action Is the a u to ­ 
matic with the pum p action rifle 
next. 
T he lever 
action 
comes 
third but is a very 
satisfactory 
gun and th a t type is the 
m ost 
popular. 
It is true th a t in 
the 
heavy sw am ps of the South w here 
the grow th is lush th a t veteran 
hunters lean tow ard pum ps and 
autom atics. 
H ave Plenty of Pow er 
Sportsm en w orthy of th e nam e 
always use rifles with a surplus 
of power ra th er than lighter rifles 
which m ight cripple but not kill 
the game. 
For short range deer 
hunting suitable calibers are n u ­ 
merous. 
Some of the most effec­ 
tive are .32 W inchester Special, 
.33 W inchester, .348 W inchester, 
300 Savage, .30, .32, and 
.35 
Rem ington and the .30-40 
Krag. 
The long-popular .80-30 is a fine 
deer rifle. 
For the open range w here 
the 
shots will be a t m uch greater dis­ 
tances, rifles which have an abun­ 
dance of power are the Savage 
.800 in Model 99-RS, th e W in­ 
chester .348 caliber Model 71 and 
the .80-40 Model 95 W inchester. 
A 160 grain cartridge is the best 
for results in these rifles.

Yes, it Is, for game, re­ 
gardless of species, Is considered 
in the sam e category as other na­ 
tural resources w hether it be tim ­ 
ber, iron, coal, fertile lands, or 
waterpower. 
However, these lat­ 
ter resources are m ore capable of 
being evaluated as far as their

Game however, has long been an 
economic orphan. 
It is only w ith­ 
in the past few years th a t any a t­ 
tem pt h as been m ade to assign 
some definite and tangible value 
to this co untry’s gam e resource. 
Leaving Michigan m om entarily 
and going to th e southwest, we 
find th a t on one of the Arizona 
forest, each deer h u n te r spends on 
th e average of $4 6.

GROUSE SEASON 
REPORTED GOOD 


Sharp-Tails Found To Be 
Extending Their Range 
In Upper Peninsula 


Lansing— N otw ithstanding hot, 
dry 
w eather 
and th e fact th a t 
leaves w ere too thick for good 
shooting, m ore grouse were seen 
during th e hunting season in the 
upper 
peninsula 
this year than 
last, according to reports being re­ 
ceived by the departm ent of con­ 
servation from hunters and gam e 
investigators. 
L arge bags of p artrid g e have 
been reported from m any areas 
and a m ajority of h u n ters inter­ 
viewed have expressed th e opin­ 
ion 
th a t 
th e birds w ere more 
plentiful than in 1937. 
Spread E astw ard 
The prairie chickens and sh a rp ­ 
tailed grouse w ere found in con­ 
siderably 
larger 
num bers 
than 
last year by mem bers of the gam e 
division who made their annual 
check on hunting conditions and 
disease and parasite infestation. 
T he sharp-tailed grouse in p a rti­ 
cular appear to be definitely on 
th e increase and are rapidly ex­ 
tending their range eastw ard in 
the upper peninsula. 
Until this year only a few re­ 
ports had been received of these 
w estern grouse east of the Esca­ 
naba river public hunting grounds. 
This season, however, they were 
shot as far east as the vicinity of 
Seney and Manistique. 
Of especial interest to gam e in­ 
vestigators is the fact th a t sh a rp ­ 
tailed grouse a re known to have 
been 
bagged 
in the vicinity of 
T rout lake in Chippewa county at 
th e point w here wild trapped birds 
w ere released last winter. 
Con­ 
servation officers in the vicinity 
of T r o u t'la k e saw several flocks 
of these birds in September. 
May Trap More 
Five birds shot during the re­ 
cent season and checked by offi­ 
cers w ere all birds of the year, 
indicating th a t these “ w esterners” 
feel at home in their new loca­ 
tions. 
Game 
investigators 
are 
now hoping th a t equally favor­ 
able reports will be received from 
th e Pigeon river forest in Che­ 
boygan county w here birds also 
were released. 
The indication th a t sh arp tails 
seem to be definitely increasing 
in num bers and range is causing 
speculation among game w orkers 
of the departm ent as to how far 
th e birds will spread during the 
next three to five years. 
In the 
hope th a t this game bird will be 
able to adapt itself to large areas 
in the no rthern part of the lower 
peninsula,

When the citizens of Michigan 
go to the election booth on No­ 
vember 8, they m ust know w hat 
is IN the Referendum known as 
Proposal No. 4, or the W elfare 
Reorganization Bill. 
It is claimed that the purposes 
of the Bill are merely to set up an 
economical and centralized wel­ 
fare system, and to enable the 
State of Michigan to receive sev­ 
eral 
millions 
of 
dollars more 
from the Federal Government as 
a contribution toward aid to de­ 
pendent children. 
Actually the people of Michigan 
are being kept in ignorance of the 
fact that there are term s in the 
Bill that take from th© State all 
control over all relief money and 
over all persons, including par­ 
ents, and all institutions, p u b .\ 
and 
private, 
having “any pro­ 
gram s relating to children’’, ac­ 
cording to Juvenile Judge D. J. 
Healy of Detroit. 
All these pow­ 
ers are to be under the control of 
the CORPORATION of five, Mich­ 
igan Public Assistance Commis­ 
sion, which in turn m ust act in 
accordance with “Federal Rules 
and Regulations”. 
Because of these features of the 
bill, Judge Healy of the Juvenile 
Court of Detroit is opposing it in 
its present form. 
He points out 
that the only authority for any 
representations ABOUT the Bill is 
the Bill itself, and not the names 
endorsing it. 
Many of these en­ 
dorsers frankly adm it they have 
not read the Bill and consequently 
the people are being misled about 
the real issues of the Bill. 
This 
will mean the ’‘Betrayal of Our 
Children”, 
Judge 
Healy 
states, 
and he urges attention to these 
issues. 
The Bill, he adds, is in 
effect a deed th at 
will 
convey 
rights which were obtained by a 
Revolution, established for all the 
people by a Civil W ar and finally, 
made secure 
by a W orld War. 
Special emphasis is placed on the 
fact th at eighteen other states are 
claimed to be presented with simi­ 
lar bills during current fall elec­ 
tion. 
The people, wholly ignor­ 
ant and deceived, are approaching 
a Crisis in the history of their 
country. 
Analyzing the bill, Judge Healy 
describes its first danger as rest­ 
ing in the nature of the Commis­ 
sion. 
Consisting of “five persons, 
not more than three of whom shall 
be members of the same political 
party” the Commission is to be 
a “body corporate”. 
The mem­ 
bers do not need to be residents 
of Michigan. 
They have term s of 
“four years” expiring at staggered 
intervals approxim ately one year 
apart. 
Thus the Commission is remov­ 
ed 
beyond 
the 
control of the 
People. 
And, practically, it is be­ 
yond the control of the State. The 
Governor serving only two years, 
can appoint only two members, a 
m inority num ber, and these ap­ 
proximately a year apart. 
This 
appointive power, the only power 
of the State over this Corporation, 
is therefore ineffectual. 
The second danger lies in the 
trem endous powers th at this Cor­ 
poration 
will 
possess, not as a 
free agent, but “subject to Fed­ 
eral 
Rules 
and 
R egulations”. 
Section 13 of Act No. 267 gives 
the Commission power to “allo­ 
cate and distribute, SUBJECT TO 
FEDERAL RULES AND REGU­ 
LATIONS, if any, all monies ap­ 
propriated by the legislature of 
Michigan 
or 
received from the 
Federal Government for all classi­ 
fications of relief”. 
While fed­ 
eral 
money 
may justifiably be 
subjected to Federal Rules and 
Regulations, 
why 
should State 
money be so subjected? Can this 
kind of adm inistration, be called, 
as is so often claimed, “non-politi­ 
cal”. And, though the Bill does 
not 
provide 
for the creation of 
County, City, and district depart­ 
m ents 
of 
public assistance, no­ 
where is there any m ention that 
any such subdivision shall have

voice in either determining the 
policies concerning, or in partici­ 
pating in the distribution of re ­ 
lief. 
The only phrases th at havo 
any bearing on the discretion of 
the Commission in allocating and 
distributing funds are to be found 
in Section 17, Act No. 257, sta t­ 
ing, “taking into consideration th-e 
need for relief, and the financial 
resources of the respective coun­ 
ties, etc., on the basis of showings 
made to the Commission, which 
distribution to each County, etc., 
shall be in an amount not less 
than th at expended by such de­ 
partm ent for general relief, ex­ 
clusive of State and Federal funds, 
during the previous month. 
If it were this monetary price 
only th at were being exacted in 
consideration for the aid to de­ 
pendent children, there would not 
be great objections to the Bill. 
However, when a price in term s of 
control 
over 
human rights ami 
values, is exacted, we do object. 
There is language couched in thir 
bill which gives such control and 
this language cannot be contro­ 
verted. 
The key to these terms is the 
definition of a dependent child 
(Act No. 258, Sec. I). 
It states 
that a dependent child is not only 
an orphan, crippled or destitute 
child, but also “a child who is liv­ 
ing with its father or m other” . 
This 
definition 
means 
every 
child. 
Applying this meaning to Sec. 
13 paragraph F of the Bill, the 
Commission has the “vested pow­ 
ers and ‘duties to direct all per­ 
sons, societies, organizations, etc. 
concerned with programs relating 
to DEPENDENT, therefore, ALL 
children. 
There is no exclusion of private 
agencies such as St. Francis Home 
and Methodist Children’s Village 
by any section of the Bill; there­ 
fore, legally, it m ust include them. 
The Bill does not say in what 
ways or respects these persons, so­ 
cieties, etc. shall be DIRECTED. 
It is a rule of law applied to in­ 
terpretation of words in an Act, 
that their m eaning is to be de­ 
term ined either from definitions 
set forth in the Act or the accus­ 
tomed 
definition 
appearing 
in 
W ebster's dictionary. 
The word 
DIRECT la not specifically defin­ 
ed in this Bill. 
W ebster defines 
it as follows: “To regulate the ac­ 
tivities of: to govern or control, 
to give an order or instruction 
to ”. 
Can the tru e issues of the bill 
be evaded? 
(I ) Are they not a threat to 
the civil rights of VOTE, or of 
participation 
in m anagem ent of 
public affairs in which each voter 
has an interest and the cost of 
which he m ust pay? 
(2) Do not 
these issues point out the control 
over children (age limit not spe­ 
cified) 
in 
everything affecting 
them, as religion, the home, edu­ 
cation, health, recreation, stand­ 
ards of m orals, activities, etc.? 
It is meaningless to say the bill 


does not mean this. 
It is what 
the bill says that will control the 
powers that can be applied. 
This 
Reorganization Bill was 
passed by the State Legislature in 
July 
1937 
and suspended from 
operation by the Referendum . In 
other words the deed to all of 
these Rights and investm ents has 
already been signerd, but the voter 
has one opportunity rem aining to 
cancel it. That is th e significance 
and the im portance in Michigan 
history of November 8, 1938. 
The severity of the conditions 
imposed are not necessary to ef­ 
fect economical and efficient ad­ 
m inistration of public relief. And 
surely the value of all the schools, 
churches, children’s hospitals, or­ 
phanages, 
recreational 
centeiV 
camps, etc. is too great, plus all 
of Michigan’s own paid relief tax 
money, to be bartered for the un­ 
secured promise of several mil­ 
lion relief dollars.

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DEMOCRATIC CRITICISM 
Within the last few days two 
heads of democratic nations have 
suggested to their peoples 
that 
democratic criticism 
should

strain itself lest aid and comfort 
be thereby given to autocracies. 
The first was the American Presi­ 
dent, who. in a generally adm ir­ 
able address to the Herald 
Tri­ 
bune Forum, said, "F ree discus­ 
sion is most greatly useful when it 
is restrained and relates to facts. 
It is not useful to suggest . . . 
that the American government, 
its policies, its practices and its 
servants are corrupt. 
To do so 
is, of necessity, an attack on the 
American system of government 
itself.” 
The next was Mr. Chamberlain. I 
Major Atlee, in tho House of Com­ 
mons. described the Munich deal 
as a great defeat for Britain and 
democracy. 
The Prime Minister 
rebuked him with the words. "If 
the right honorable 
gentleman 
really believes that. I am sorry 
that he should say so publicly. 
It 
is not one of the characteristics! 
of the totalitarian states, at least, j 
that they are accustomed to foul 
their own nests." 
Both statements are highly sig­ 
nificant. 
The President suggests 
that criticism of the government 
should stick to matters of fact and 
that accusations of corruption are 
an assault on democratic govern­ 
ment per se, and the Prime Min­ 
ister regards criticism as a foul­ 
ing of one s own nest and recom­ 
mends the reticence of the totali­ 
tarian states.

I confess that I do not know 
w h at constitutes a statement 
of 
fact in the 
sphere

But 
I suppose my statement of a fact

While you may have 
a 
very 
definite idea how you would like 
the exterior of your home to ap­ 
pear, do not forget 
that 
your 
house is built to live in and there­ 
fore the house should serve your 
family in convenience, 
comfort, 
adaptability and living habits, to 
the greatest degree.

quirements, together with climat­

Weigh all your 
requirements 
carefully.

While you might be intrigued by 


the idea of the picturesque type 
of house, it may be altogether un­ 
suited to your purse, your prop­ 
erty and your family needs. 
Simple Plan Best 
Straightforward, 
unaffected, 
simple designing as to plan and 
exterior will give you more last­ 
ing satisfaction than 
will 
any

A simple, 
well-ordered plan and a good a r­ 
chitectural design will prove 
a

Present day fixtures

Outside lights for the yard and

The property modernization of 
property and sound practices 
in 
building contribute toward reduc­ 
ing fire hazards, according to Ad­ 
ministrator Stewart McDonald of 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion. 
Fire frequency may be reduced 
considerably through alterations 
and repairs to residential and in­ 
come-producing 
properties, 
the 
Administrator said. Under FHA’s 
Property 
Improvement 
Credit 
Plan, financial institutions quali­ 
fied under the plan make 
ade­ 
quate credit available for such im­ 
provements. 
The best way to guard against 
the danger of fire, from a 
con­ 
struction standpoint, is by careful 
application 
of 
sound 
building 
methods at the outset. 
Many fac­ 
tors which minimize the chance 
of loss through fire are taken in­ 
to consideration in the minimum 
construction requirements 
which 
residential properties must com­ 
ply with to be eligible for finan­ 
cing 
with 
FHA-insured 
mort­ 
gages. 
Among the causes of thousands 
of dollars of damage done to prop­ 
erty each year are faulty wiring, 
faulty gas systems, and neglect 
of attics, nooks, and other recesses 
where 
spontaneous 
combustion 
may work Its havoc. 
Mr. McDonald pointed out, al­ 
so, that a soundly built home of­ 
fers a natural resistance to fire. 
Proper maintenance 
of 
existing 
structures, through 
annual 
im-, 
provement where it Is needed, a1-) 
so helps combat the menace 
of 
fire.

Small failures quickly grow to 
costly repairs if neglected. 
The

tainty of natural loss. 
Appear­ 
ance valuation, 
location 
value, 
and resale price are marked down­ 
ward-—replacement and mainten­ 
ance costs rise. 
The owner of the house, new or 
old, who is carrying many obliga­ 
tions, is apt to look at painting as 
primarily a beautifier.

fort to meet all of his obligations,

neglect painting ie a mistake. Aft­ 
er a house Is built, maintenance 
is the big problem.

he primary reason for 
paint is conservation of wood and 
iron. 
In no circumstances should 
the wood and metal parts of a 
house, exposed to the weather, be 
allowed to remain unpainted. For
